Fat men. 

A real fat man is a well spring of pleasure 
and innocent fun in any community. 

There is @ magnetism about an individual of 
remarkable rotundity of extraordinary olezgi- 
nousness, so to write, that is positively cap- 
tivating. Your sharp featured, hat-rack 
figured man, sour-faced and cymling-headed, 
attracts no special attention as he shuffles down 
the street. But just let a real fat man amble 
down Whitehall, or any other street, and he 
creates at 6nce asensation. People realize at 
once that there is something in  hbim. 
He fills space. He satisfies the eye. 
He excites interest, as with rosy 
chuffy face, constrained gait, elephantine 
proportions, he rushes slowly on, greeting 
friends on every side with kindly smiles and 
cheery tones.

People don’t laugh when they meet an ele- 
phant in the road, or happen to see a big dog, 
or a huge ox or large horse. 

Colossal proportions in dumb brutes never 
fail to excite wonder and admiration in the 
human breast. 

“Whata magnificent mastiff!’? “Ain’t he 
a whale, though!’’ ‘‘Isn’t he a perfectly 
grand animal!” Such arethe exelamations 
which hit the air when big quadrupeds appear. 

But whena great, jolly, sumshiney human 
being, witha big generous heart under his 
vest, Without a spark of fierceness in it, with 
love for his fellow man beaming from that 
portion of his eyes which have not been pre- 
maturely closed by his encroaching cheeks;

Ten years ago Colonel A. Harris weighed 
400 pounds. in one year he lost 85 pounds, 
and since that time his average weight has 
been only 315. In ten years his weight 
has not varied 15 pounds. He states 
this as rr positive fact—and yet 
it has been repeatedly charged that he is stead- 
ily le sing flesh. A greater “mistake was never 
made. He thinks the false impression which 
has gone abroad arises from the fact that he 
has “discontinued the wearing of sack coats, 

which, of course, tended to convey a wrong 
ie: of his size, and now wears a longer style 
of coat, which he says has the effect of distrib- 
uting his form and giving him a slimmer look. 
He has never been able to account for the loss 
eighty-five pounds years 2go. It was 
certainly not attributable to any attempt at re- 
ducing himself. Since that mysterious loss he 
has tried the Banting system of reduction 
which forbids the use of grease, starch, sugar 
or milk. For some time he gave up bread and 
Irish potatoes on account of the grease and 
starch, and eschewed coffee and milk. But 
the dieting had not the desired effect 
dropped it. Heeats two meals a day. 
breakfast is made up almost entirely of 
meal, and he feasts upon tender bee sisteak, 
chicken, and vegtables at his late dinner 
live § moder: Liely and enjoys excellent health.

For a while 
he aieted hiniself on fried onions, which aided 
mate rially in met ping dow! n nis weight. tle 

takes three meals a day—but touches bread 
and sugar very lightly. Asa young man, Dr. 
Powell was verv sli git, and did not begin to 
fatten until he was thirty-five years of age. 

He thinks that the use of tobacco may have 
the effect of reducing fiesh. 

But Mr. James t Harris 
using tobacco didn’t reduce 
tricda pound anda half aweek for twelve 
months, and did lose an ounce of flesh. 
Mr. Harris tips the beam at three hundred 
and forty-five pounds. He kas tried in various 
Ways to reduce himself, but withont effect 
He is quite muscular, and has splendid use of 
himself. He was for years a locomotive engi- 
neer, and has been accustomed all his life to 
vigorous exercise—but even that did not Keep 
down his flesh. Ife cannot remember the time 
when he was not fat. He is full of life and 
fun, and takes a most cheerful view of his 
condition. He said yesterday that tlesh was 
aw matter of nature—something that could not 
be helped—and hedid not understand why 
some people Were so sensitive about it. Mr. 
Harris is a jolly, good fellow. He is only 
years old.

Isthere 
not room for even a broader Culture than that 
which is required in the counting house? Is 
there not something after all in the old-fash- 
foned idea that the planter is par excellence a 
genticman ? 

There inust be some relicf from the congestion 
of life in the cities, from the merciless compe- 
tition, the pushing to the wall and the submer- 
Bion in a poverty that makes its children much 
worse than poor, and there are signs that a 
reaction is coming in a return to the farm, in 
the renaissance of that country life which was 
the best part of our vast and the most hope fui 
phase of our future.

A COUNTY THAT I8 VERY PROSPER- 


What is Being Done by the People in Rais- 
ing and Shipping Fruit—Vrofits Made 
From the Orchards, 

Fort VALvry, Ga, 
Houston, asa fruit producing 
unequalled, 

The entire county seems covered witli one 
great mass of peach, apple and _ pear orchards 
upon which the young fruit is now well 
formed. 

It is a beautiful sight to gaze upon an liun- 
red acre field covered with one great mass of 
peach trees; but this is no unusual sight in 
Houston for it is the home of the peach. 

Just five miles from Fort Valley, 
home of Mr. 8. H. Kumph, 

THE FRUIT KING OF GEORGIA, 
and immediately around his home there is one 
great orchard covering 800 acres of land. It 
is not all owned exclusively by Mr. Rumph, 
but besides his own orchard of 450 acres he 
owns an interest in nearly all the others. 
Mr. Rumph is the pioneer fruit grower of the 
state, and besides his immense orchard he has

He has 12,000 peach trees six years old, 5,000 
apple, 5,000 wild goose plum and 3,000 LeConte 
and other pears, besides thirty acres in straw- 
berries and two acres of grapes. 

THE STRAWBERRY CROP. 

The strawberries are now ripening 
fast, and Mr.- James will get one 
thousand quarts to the acre, or 
in other words, he will realize about $100 to 
the acre. Fort Valley alone will ship 200,006 
quarts i the end of the season. 

In Mr. James’s peach orchard, he has almost 
every ratios of that fruit.

He has over 

10,000 of the Eiberta trees in his orchard and 

Mr. James has one thousand one hundred, 

The peach is yellow, very large, measuring 

from two te four inches in diameter, and a 

perfect free stone.

IWENTY-TWOF ENTS EACH,

Mr. James says from his twelve thous 
sand peach trees he will this season ship about 
twenty-tive thousand crates, holding three 
pecks each, which willsell for at the lowest 
calculation, $1 per crate or $25,000, or perhaps 
much more. 

Mr. James also has 5,000 apple trees upon 
which he will also realize about 2,000 bushels 
or $2,000.

Of the latter he has five thousand trees. 
They have, however, not borne well the last 
two vears, They sell from $4 to $7 per bushe! 
in New York. Mr. Rumph has a wild goose 
plum tree in_ his back yard from 
which he gathered and sold in one 
day, two years ago, $22 -worth of 
fruit, and on one-ninth of an acrein his nur- 
sery three years ago he sold $2,100 worth.

Hehas a young vineyard upon which he 
is successfully growing many _ varieties 
of grapes, and he Says if the 
people of Georgia would only take hold of the 
grape business, in less.than ten years Georgia 
would contro] the wine market of the world. 

Mr. James also says that for nearly every 
kind of fruit raising Georgia is the finest 
state in the union. He would rather 
have the same amount of money invested 
in an orchard here’ than an _ orange 
grove in Fiorida, for he believes it pays better, 
and he would rather have it right here than in 
any other section of Georgia.

county is the finest fruit producing section

THE BANNER AGRICULTURAL COUNTY 
of the state, and next to Burke it produces the 
greatest amountof cotton, her production be- 
ing about 25,000 bales. There is also quantities 
of corn, grain of every kind, sugar ane, and, 
in fact, everything else that can be grown 
in Georgia raised right here. 

Hier manufacturings interests are also large. 
In Fort Valley the Centennial gin, claimed to 
be the best made, and which has taken all the 
prizes at the various fairs and expositions in 
the southern states recently, is made by Mr. 
O. H. Miller. His factory is quite large and 
he turns out one hundred and fifty gins, with 
condensers and feeders, annually, many of 
which are sold before they are made. ‘lhere 
is alsoa large foundry here, which bears the 
reputation of making the most perfect and 
difficult castings of any shop in the south.

Following the above comment the Herald 
publishes an article showing that the work of 
the American Baptist Publication society is 
greatly needed inthe south. It says that the 
south has never seen such poverty as is to be 
found at this time in the “black belt’’ of Vir- 
ginia, and that things have been growing 
worse, until in these rural districts the inhabi- 
tants are poorer now than they were in 1865, 
After mone some spaco to this line of argu- 
nent, and dealing at length on the poor and 
lselent condition of the rural inhabitants in 
different parts of the south, ‘the Herald goes 
on to say thatthe American Baptist Publica- 
tion society is perfectiy Willing to ‘supply the 
homes of these people with such literature as 
ought to be extended them for their benefit, 
arguing that it is the duty of the 
church to take such steps. It. says 
the society can and will spend 
100,000 per annum in sach work in the south, 
and will do it ‘unless the policy of our home 
mission board prevails,’’ and that northern 
Baptists will help them in many ways “‘if the 
brethren in Atlanta” are not able “to arrest 
the incoming refreshing tide.’’

OF UNIVERSITY GRADUATES AROUND 
THEIR ALMA MATE, 


The Alomni Rennion and Fanguet at the 
University Commencement to be a Great 
Success —The Order of the Day. 

ATHENS, Ga., May 4.- [Special Correspon- 
dence.]—Of all the institutions embraced 
within the limits of the state of Georgia, there 
is none of more importance to her prosperity 
and advancement as the typical common- 
wealth of a greatcountry, than the State uni- 
versity. 

The closing days of the eighteenth century 
witnessed its birth, the infancy of the nine- 
teenth watched its development, and as the 
years roll rapidly by to announce the incoming 
century, it stands forth pre-eminently the 
crowning glory of Georgia’s educational system. 

Like all works of progress it has had its 
opponents; it had them half a century ago; 1% 
has them now; but the work it has done and is 
doing in the education of the young manhood 
of the state is a sufticient evidence of its 
worth. 

In 1785 the legislature of the colony or state 
of Georgia granted a charter to this institu- 
tion, and, hence, dating from the granting of 
the charter, the university is one hundred and 
four years old. The centennial of the 
university would, therefore, properly have 
been in 1885. But it was not 
celebrated then, and the custom of centennial 
celebration, so far as the university of Georgia 
was concerned, was passed by. Butit is not 
dead, and it is proposed to celebrate, and there 
will be celebrated this year the centennial of 
the university. 

A new era hascomein the history of the 
university. A new government to a large de- 
gree has taken hold of it, and new hopes are 
entertained in the future of its further success, 

‘The time is well fitted,’’ said an infinen- 
tial citizen to your correspondent yesterday, 
to celebrate her centennial. iverything 
is brightening in her condition, and 
now is the time to move _ forward, 
and with all the enthusiasm in the nature of 
her alumni to give her an impetus which shall 
push her forward to the goal of perfection.” 

And this is the sentiment which has 
taken possession of every alumnus in Athens, 
and is no doubt the sentiment of ever alumuus 
of the institution. 

The people of Athens are hearty in their ap- 
proval of Chancellor Boggs’s line of work,and 
will help him in all the waysthey can. When 
the manly form of the late cliancellor was laid 
to rest on @rising hill in the beautiful Oconee 
cemetery, the citizens of Athens 
mourned  4in common with thou- 
sands of othérs throughout the’ state. 
Now when anew chancellor is presonted, they 
rejoice alike with hosts of others. Tears for 
the dead and his noble work; cheers for the 
living and the works he is to do. 

So all things conspire to make this a 
favorable time to call for the celebration of 
the centennial of the university. So thought 
the committee appointed to look into this 
matter, and such are the reasons which have 
brought about the movement to hold a grand 
reunion of the alumniof the State university. 

The university graduated, in the first 
graduating ciass in 1804, four men. From 
that time the number of graduates in 
each class has varied all the way 
up to sixty-four, which mumber was 
graduated last year. The largest senior class 
ever graduating from the university was the 
class of 1886, numbering forty-eight men, whiie 
the largest law class was the class of 1858, 
numbering twenty-one men. This year’s law 
class is much larger, however, nambering 
about twenty-nine. As the sum total, the 
number of university graduates goes into the 
thousands, and these are scattered far and 
wide from the old red hills of their native state 
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to the almost imprenetrable jungles of the 
dark continent.

BillArp Visits Anniston nil Tella of Some 
of the Things He Saw There—Not aSa- 
loon in the City. 

When is this thing going to hold up? How 
many more wheels can be turned to advantage 
in the sunny south? Of course, as population 
increases manufactures must increase, but 
they are now multiplying much faster than 
population. I was talking to an iron man in 
Anniston about this and he smiled and said 
the south is still a long ways off from the goal 
of over-production in iron, and as to other 
manufacturing industries she has not begun. 
We are now making two thousand tons of pig 
iron per day, which, of course, is largely more 
than the south consumes and, therefore, goes 
north and pays its own freight and comes back 
io us in a thousand different shapes upon 
which we pay another freight and yet there is 
a good margin of profit in making pig iron. 
This business alone has added millions to our 
wealth and given employmentto thousands of 
your people. Four furnaces owned at Annis- 
ton made for the owners not Jess than four 
millions of dollars in ten years. Bnt they are 
not making so much now and so the Anniston 
iron kings have taken a new departure and are 
rapidly establishing enterprises that’ will 
consume all the iron she makes. 
Their immense pipe works will 
consume two hundred tons per day 
and thatpipe willjall be required for southern 
use; yourown town of Cartersville has re- 
cently purchased a thousand tons for water 
and gas and it was all made in the south. We 
are caeiine our profits at home. 

As I meandered around the model city. the 
beautiful city of Anniston, I was more than 
ever impressed with the fores ight and wisdom 
of her founders. It seems but a few ‘years ago 
that I went down with Mr. Noble, the old pa- 
triarch, to see the property they had bought. 
The ruins of an old furnace, that the yankees 
had burned, were there and nothing else save 
the ores in the hills and the timber that cov- 
ered the surrounding country. To develop 
this property the Nobles and the Tylers put in 
their capital and their brains. With an eye 
and a taste for the beautiful they laid outa 
town and just as fast as they made monev from 
their furnaces they graded streets and paved 
sidewalks, and planted shade trees, and built 
churehes and academies. Health, and orna- 
meiut-and anoble Christian charity marched 
right aiong side by side with industry. They 
had a care for the comfort and contentment of 
their laborers and took a fatherly 
interest in their children. The 
partnership of the Noblesand the Tylers was 
a very fortunate one, for what one side lacked 
jhe other possessed. Of the Tylors, I only 
know that they were an aristocratic family of 
fine business qualities and unassuming dignity. 
Of the Nobles, | know that their cardinal 
principle was to dignify and adorn labor, and 
they didit. They are doing it yet. No mat- 
ter how fast they are accumulating wealth, 
they continue to labor—to labor as a duty, 
and notto ple upriches. The children and 
grandchildr-u have all been trained to work, 
and they d> it cheerfully. I saw one of them 
today earuestly bending over his drawings and 
plans ofanew plantthat will cost perhaps 
$100,000, and half a mile away I saw a beauti- 
ful church, nearly finished, that cost another 
hundred thousand, and itis his gift to Annis- 
ton. They are always spending money to im- 
prove the condition of the laboring classes or 
to beautify the town or to provide schools and 
churches for their people. Within a few 
years the Tyiors and Nobles have raised An- 
nisten from the woods to a city of 12,000 peo- 
ple with $16,000,000 of capital invested. It is 
a model city, a . moral city, an industrious city, 
and continues to grow and prosper.. New men, 
younger men, have been attracted here, and 

now the Parkers and Ledbetters and McElroys 
and Withams are working inthe lead. I 
pever saw a place with so many active, ener- 
getic young men. 


There are over four thous: pl artisans aud 
laborers upon their pay rc The Rolling 
Stock e om pany alone has ove : eles hundred. 
Bishop Wilmer said in a_ be: \utiful sermon 
that giving healthy employment to the poor 
and ‘paying just wages was far better than 
charity. This is done at Anniston. The poor 
are held up and encouraged. The laborers al] 
have clean attractive homes with vines and 
flowers in the front. yard and gardens in the 
rear and schools and churches near by. Every- 
thing here is based upon labor, intelligent 
labor. The splendid residences of the ri h, 
the beautiful churches, the Inn, the hotels, the 
stores, the parks, all came from the sweat and 
toil and skill of the laborer and the artisan, 
and this toil and skill is entitled to the highest 
respect. The rich man who would sneer at 
se Jaborer is afool. The young man who 

wides -himself on his family or his money and 
nthe the honest artisan ought to be taken be- 
hind the house and kicked. There is aton of 
pig iron that cost $12 and sells for 316—S 11.50 
of that ton is labor. ‘The material cost only 
half a dollar for the ore is in the earth and 
labor gets itout. TDhe charcoal isin the tint- 
ber, the omg in the quarry and the 
sand in the sand bed. That ton of pig 
iron is conve fs: into pipe at the pipe works 
by Jabor and is then worth thirty dolars: or it 
is converted into nails and is worth sixty-five 
dollars. Anniston will soon be making four 
hundred tons per day, and will convert it all 
into pipe and car wheels and nails and boiler- 
plate and bariron and other industrial pro- 
ducts. Before long there wiil be stove works 
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and works for edged tools and potware and 
spades and picks, and all these will add stil) 
more to the value of the half dollar’s worth of 
raw material, and it will all come — labor. It 
is believed that within five years the 400 tons 
of pig iron will be inereased inv: valne to forty 
thousand dollars, and this amount be realized 
every day. 

I asked my iron friend how far the beneticial 
influence of these Anniston industric s extend- 
ed into the farming country. ‘‘{tisimpossib le | 
to tell,’ he said, “but cert: Linly for twenty-five | 
miles in every direciion— not for cotton, but for 

grain and cattle and hogs and fowls .and pota- 
to es and vegetables and milk and butter. Chick- 
ens are in de mand the year round at an average 
of forty cents and eggs at twenty cents , and 
the farmer can make more clear money from 
such things than frem Ins cottoncrop. The 
entire population of Anniston are consumers 
and not producers of food supplies. For miles 
around the town the farming lands have 
doubled and quadrupled in value in the last 
five years. In the suburbs the lands have ad- 
vanced fifty times their former value. The 
highlands on the north that are about two 
nilles from the business center gre now worth 
a thousand dollars per acre, and will soon be 
occup ied by the wealthiest people of the city. 

Then there is South Auniston on the south, 
and cornering on the west whose lands are 
equally valuable. There is no excitement 
eabout these prices and but little speculation. 
The purchasers buy them to prove them 
and live upon them. 

Is it possible, thought I that the south, 
long oppresse = south, is 
pendence. Vill she soon be making 
all her own locomotives and steel rails and 
cars and water pipeand nails and tools and 
wagons and buggics and furniture and cotton 
goods. Is the time near at hand when we will 
buy nothing from the mighty north except 
hair pins, and buttons and button-holes, and 
fish-hooks, and vest buckles, and hooks and 
eyes, and chewing guin ‘ Are not the tables 
turning?

Weare notin position to make any comparison 
with last year’s business, as our line was notoren

are making arrangements to handle the crop 
promptly, but do not know of avy improvements in 
facilities oi methods for so doing.

Mr. Shellman says for the Central: 

SAVANNAH, Ga., April 26.-—-Editors Consti- 
tution: The number of cars of melons hau'ed 
from stations om Central lines last season was 
twentysone hundred,‘ I think the acreage 
this reason will be at least 10 per cent 
more than lastyear. Weexpect to haul from our 
lines about 2,300 or 2.460 cars the comine season. 
think all the roads in‘erested in this trafiie 
will have large additions to their stock 
of ‘cars the coming season, and that the 
quality of meions wll certainly improve 
under the demand for nothing but good melons, I 
haye no knowledge of what the average net return 
to growers was last vear. 1 think rates will be lower 
this season than !as', notwithstanding the fact that 
the melon business requires specially adapted cars, 
which remain idle for wecks prior to the movement 
ofthe business and the necessity for unusually 
quick and thereby expensive freight sehed'es.

Mr. J. J. Gniflin, of the East Tennessee 
Said: 

‘There will be about 1,000 acres planted ip 
melons in the Macon and Brunswick division 
efour road, Lhey will probabil, ship at least 
300 cars.’’ 

The Ailanta and Florida, 

Mi. Troy, the superintendent of the Atlanta 
and llorida railroad, said: 

“We have made inquiries about the melon 
crop on our road and about 3,500 acres will be 
planted. We expect 1,200 cars and are pre. 
pared to handle them promptly.’ 

An Interview With Mr. Owens. 

Mr. C. D. Owens, traffic manager -of the 
Savannah, Fiorida and Western railroad, was 
in the city during the recent meeting of the 
rate committee of the Southern Railway and 
Steamship association. He said in regard to 
watermelons, that it was roughly estimated 
that there would be a third less acres planted 
in watermelons this year than last. The 
whole crop, however, on account of the plant- 
ing On new railroads just opened up, would be 
no jess and probably a great deal larger than it 
Was last vear. 

‘ft is the custom with shippers to ship their 
good melons and also to ship the culls or infe- 
rior melons as fast as the railroads would 
take them. It has been the policy of 
our road to put our transportation against 
the products of the man’s labor and to risk 
making vur freight out of the melons. We 
were the first to do this, and if it had not been 
done the business would never have developed, 
as the people could not afford to prepay the 
freight. 

“I think the growers make a mistake when 
they mix culls with good melons, for the car, 
on arrival, is graded down to the quality of 
the culls. Good fruit well marketed generally 
pays best. That has been the experience 
With oranges, and it is true with watermelons. 

“zs a rule melons pay best early in the sea- 
son. Latoron the Jersey melons come into 
the eastern markets andthe fruit becomes 
very cheap, and the Georgia melon wili not 
carry the freight.” 

The LeConte Pear Crop. 

“They tell me that inafew years we will 
not be able to furnish cars enough to carry the 
LeConte pears to market,’’ said Mr. C. JD. 
Owens, the trafiic manager of the Savyaumah 
Florida and Western railway. 

“That may seem like a joke, but the pear 
growers are in earnest about it. Some years 
ago it would have seemed just as unreasonable 
to make such a statement about oranges, but 
itis notasmal! matter to give them trans- 
portation now. Last year that cropin Florida 
amounted to 2,500,000 boxes. A car carries 
about 000 boxes, so it took about 8,300 cars to 
move the crop. 

‘The pear growers all express themselves as 
satisfied with the returns from their shipments 
last year. So far they have Shipped them 
principally by express, but from what they say 
the crop will soon get beyond that. : 

“The strawberry and vegetable shipment 
come mostly from Florida. The south 
Georgia Shipments as vet are hardiy more than 
enough to supply the home markets. 

“Around Chasleston they are going exten- 
sively into the business. A ‘great many 
straw berries are being raised there 
and reirigerator cars have been  brilt 
especiaily to transport them. VPuivate com- 
panies usually build these cars and charge so 
much a crate orso much a barrel for berries 
and yegetables. About 15 cents a crate or

The Old Fortress to be Enshrined and Per- 
-Captain Schramm’s Visit to 
Hiis Proposition to Manufactu-

Captain Edgar Schramm, a prominent citi- 
gen of San Antonio, Texas, was in the city 
Friday evening, on his return from Augusta, 
where he went to attend a meeting of the 
Southern Manufacturers’ association. 

Captain Schramm’s mission to Georgia is an 
{nteresting one. Hie cameto make a uniqne 
business proposition to the Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation—one thatstirs the patriotic fre of the 
veterans of the Mexican war. 

A certain spot in San Antonio is sacred soil 
to Texans and to those all over thls country 
who have ties of kinship or acquaintance with 
the men who met death at the Alamo, the 
Thermopy!« of the new world. 

It was Colone! Travis, the Georgian, who in- 
vited those 172 men to stay in the fortress and 
meet certain death cr to step out before it was 
surrounded and let go tho liberty of Texas 
Nota man moved and not one OR but 
these 172 heroes killed 2,000 of Santa Anna’s 
men before they fell, and their death pure 
chased the freedom of Texas. 

There was l'ravis from Georgia, and Bowie, 
and Crockett with his Tennesseeans, and Bon- 
nam from South © aroling a, in frontof the bravest 
fight that history record Even Thermopylae 
did not equal it: that pass was approachable 
only from one side, aid was finally taken only 
by the treachery of Gr eks, who led the enemy 
around another way; but the Alamo was ap- 
proached from all sides and for thirteen days 
172 men held their own against 6,000, while 
the blood red tlag of no quarter floated over 
the Mexicans, and in the last assault the 
Texans were conquered only as they were 
killed.

The 
fortress isto be enshrined in a large stone 
edifice where all the relics of the fight will be 
gathered, and in front of this will be the mon- 
ument. There will be heroic statues of Travi 
Bowie, Bonham and Crockett, and the names 
ofall the others wil! be engraved upon the 
Stone end their exploits will be set forth in 
stone by the sculptor. 

The city of San Antonio will spe 
for the site for the monument, and 
subscriptions have reached $15,000 in that 
town. The Texas legislature which meets 
eighteen months from wey will be asked to 
appropriate a liberal sum and the rest it is 
proposed to raise by private subscription.

It will be eaasahoned that at the Decatur 
county fair in 1878, Mr. G. D. Griffin bought 
an unre: red Jersey bull calf, the first of 
the eae that had ever been brought to this 
country. From this animal Mr. Jackson ob- 
tained a cross upon his commo 1 cows, and the 
result showed such a marked improvement in 
both the quantity and quality of the milk and 
butter product that he dete rmined to try to 
acclimate full bloods. As to his perfect ‘suc- 
cessin this particular many of us can-testify. 

Mr. Jackson sells his butter at homefor 30 
ceuts per pound and does not supply one- 
twentieth of the demand. All will agree that 
our home-raised Jersey butter is superior to 
the northern or western that costs 55 to 40 
cents per pound, and the only reason that the 
forn:er does not bring 40 cents is because the 
price is not asked for it. 

We bespeak for the Jerseya bright future in 
De atur county, and within the next d@cade 
they will be recognized asone of the main 
stays of our agricultural economy. Reports 
are frequent from New Y ork, the 
eastern and western states of 75~=«to 
$100 per cow for the herd per annum from 
dairymen who keep a strict account of their 
business. Of cours@ the cost of the keep of 
these cattle is greater in the north than it 
would be in our county. We have before 
stated that the Jersey has found a congenial 
home in Southwest Georgia. and we are now 
more certain of the fact, since the pioneer, 
Mr. George D. Griftin, hastaken afresh start 
in the business by paying $540 for one two 
vear old, two yearling heifers, and one bull 
calf of this famous breed of cattle.

IN SOME OF 


Reports From the Work in Fulton, Floyd 
and Bibb—Mr. Hunnicutt Thinks the 
Chaingang Could Seon Pike the County 

The road congress will convene In Atlanta 
measures to improve 
the roads of Georgia will be thorough)vy dis- 
cussed. . 

The cost of getting produce to market over 
the average country road in the winter and 
spring, when most of the hauling is done, can- 
not be estimated accurately, but there is no 
doubt that itis often greater than the freight 
charges on several hundred miles of railroad. 
The saving to farmers by good macadam or 
rubble pikes would be a farge item to them; 
it is so great that in middie Tennessee 
people pay five cents a = mile for 
the privilege of driving a two-horse vehicle 
over state turnpikes and stop every five miles 
to pay the fare. 

The large saving to farmers is a small part 
of the benetit. Good roads invariably bring 
good horses, and good cattle and better tillage 
come along with them. ‘This is eminently 
true of some of the counties:in Georgia, where 
the roads have been graded and macadamized 
by chaingangs. In Floyd, before the county 

roads were macadamized, there were few good 
drives and few good horses, but since eight 
roads have been macadamized, good horses 
have been brought. from Kentucky and more 
good horses have been bred, and a driving park 
was established, which finally evolved into an 
exposition that stimulated Floyd county more 
than anything in fifteen years. 

Some of the more populous counties of 
Georgia have been working their roads with 
chaingangs, and the. experience of three of 
these counties is given below. Mr. Hunnicutt, 
chairman of the Fulton county ¢ —s 
board, says the chaingang would turnpike th 
roads of this county in ten years if noteng: et 
on heavy work inside the city limit and he 
thinks, as work is lighter in less populous 
counties,the same thing could be§sdone by the 
chaingangs in the other counties. The secretary 
of the F loyd county board sayS an average of 
thirty chaingang convicts m: acadamized five 
miles of road a year, and in eight years have 
made forty - miles of turnpike, besides 
building piers and bridge aprous. This is 
practical information for practical men. Much 
has been said about putting the 1,500 convicts 
of the state to work upon the roads. lor the 

resent those convicts are elsewhere engaged 
™ the meantime there are about the same 
number of misdemeanor convicts, most of 
them in jails, but several hundred at work on 
the roads of a few counties. The counties that 
keep them in jail sustain the expense of feed- 
ing them, while those who work them on 
roads are doing the work for about one-third 

of the contract price. This seems to give a 

pointed suggestion to the other counties. It 

also shows what may be done with the state 
convicts when they return tothe custody of 
the state. 

What Fulton County Has Done. 

Mr. C. W. Hunnicutt, chairman of the Ful- 
ton county board of commissioners, says: 

“We have be en working che chaingang on 
the roads of Fulton county for eight years, and 
we have graded and macadamized and paved 
eight roads an average of four miles, some 
more and some less. Thisisa small part of 
the work we have done; most of it was in the 
city and suburbs and was very heavy work. 
We grade our roads equal -to a railroad grade 
and it cost as much. Now, we pave them with 
rubble stone, which is as much troapie to put 
down as belgian blocks. Itis a foot deep and 


| set on edge the same as belgian Nec ‘cou it 


is made of irreguiar pieces of stone. 

“For some time we averaged sixty men in 
the chaingang, but last year the average in- 
ereased to about 105. Now, we have about 
150, but some of the additional ones are hired 
from other counties where the misdemeanor 
convicts are not worked on the reads. We pay 
them $2a month for terms of six to eight 


ee 


months and $3 a month, for longer terns; we 
hire none for less than six m onths. 

“Tf we were not engaged on work in the city 
at all we could grade and pave all the principal 
roads ofthe county in ten years with this 
chaingang of 150. 1 am satisfied that the other 
counties could do the same with the men con- 
victed in their courts, for the work in Fulton 
county is three times as heavy asit is any- 
where else in the state. It is a broken coun- 
try, with red clay roads, and there are more 
wagons passing over our roads than there are 
over the roads of any other county. Our 
grading is hoavy, and the paving with rubble 
stones very expensive. Kubbie makes a more 
elastic road than belgian blocks, and are just 
as durable, except for very heavy wagons, and 
better adapted to country trave]. Once graded 
and paved. it would be no trouble to keep our 
roads in order.”’ 

Here is an extract from the report of the 
clerk of the Fulton county commissioners, 
showing the amount and cost of work done 
during the tiscal year ending April ist by the 
Fulton couuty chaingang. The cost is esti- 
mated at contract prices now paid by the city 
of Atlanta, and the actual cost to the county 
is set down afterwards, showing that the work 
by the chaingang cost only about one-third of 
the contract price, saving the county some- 
thing over $60,000 during the year.

Bibb County Reads. 
Mr. W. G. Smith, clerk of the board of 
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commissioners of Bibb county, says: 

“The total number of miles in. this county 
worked by the chain-gang is about 200. 

“The average number of convicts empolyed 
during the calendar year 18838 in working 
said 200 miles of road was 07. 

“The total amount expended by Bibb coun- 
ty on roads for the calendar year 1538 was 
$7,843.58. 

“The above amount of $7,845.58 includes 
allexpenses of working roads with convict 
labor, viz.: Clothing, food, medicines, cost of 
superintendent and cuards, cost of mules and 
wagon, pi icks, shov els, etc. 

‘This convict force, in addition to repairing 
the ordinary wear and tear upon our roads, 
did also a great deal of work of a permanent 
character, such as opening roads, making 
small bridges, brick k culverts, and the like.’ 

The Tennessee roads above referred to were 
built by the state many yearsago and the 
work was done by contract. In many places, 
especially inthe Cumberland mountains, the 
pikes are out of repair, though the toll gates 
still hold out. 

In Ohio they say a great deal of good work 
on the roads was brought about a law authoriz- 
ing the county officials to contract for the 
buil ling of a turnpike whenever a certain 
number of people living within two miles of 
the road should sign a petition to that purpose, 
and to collect the necessary money by tax 
within the same territory.
